ſom Divinity, and yet they were neither Evi! Counſel. 
tors, nor Flattering Courtiers, nor 1 ime-ſerving Prieſts 
who put him upon it ; nor was he himſelf thought a 
Tyrant for accepting ſuch an Arbitrary Power over 

them, as this would ſeem to be through a: Pair of 
Modern :Spettacles, Job. 1.10,11. And they apſivered 
Foſhua, ſaying, All that thou commanacſt us we will do, 
and whithe MH thou ſendeſt us we will go, according 
4s we hearkned to Moſes in all things, ſo will hs hearkin 
e#nto thee -; aud whoſoever he be that doth rebel againſt 
thy Commandment in all that thou commandeſt him, he 
ſhall be put to death. JEWV 

And that the Kings of England hold their Imperial

Religion when pure and wndefiPd, bath always-provd 
A good Friend to Government ; and that Religion \will 
art laſt be found ro be he, which befriends and frexe- 
thens it moſt ; and the better Chriſtians Men are, the 
better Subjedts they will be: for the Integrity of Chri- 
ſtian Loyalty, as Arzobizs proves againſt the. Gentiles, 
is greater than that of- any other Religion which was 
ever received in the World. os Conſcios timetis, nos 
Conſcientiam : You are ſubject for fear your Diſloy- 
alty ſhould riſe up in Judgment againſt you before 
Men, hut we for fear our Conlciences ſhould accuſe 
aus before God.. . *Tis the fear of: him which begets in 
.us the fear of the King, who repreſents him, .and ex- 
erciſes his Aurkority over us. Our Religion allows 
.Not the leaſt oppoſition to be made by any private 
Man, or any 'Boay of Men to their Superiours, but

And wiſe Princes will 
both in-point of Gratitude and Intereft cheriſh the Na- 
tional Religiou, which is a part of the Government, 
and being bred «p with it, will be fure never to-give 
it any diftutbance;: by prohibiring; and reftraining al 
ſtrange and utw' Religions, which will only ferve to ex- 
ercifſe the Kings patience, and keep him in breath with 
the Diſturbances rliey will cxeate among his SubjeQts, 
(of which the late times have beers an unhappy in» 
Ratice)- tor the prevention whereof, 'God hath put the

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Sword into his hands, and he mult zoz bear it im vain, 
but ſe it whilft he has it,'as & proper: Inftr ument for 
the preſervation of Peace 'and Pzety in his Dominic 
Ons: This is that which makes his Authority fo Sove- 
reign, and his Perſcn [0 ſacred, that the Hiſtorian hath 
placed him »ext to God himlelf, as well as Solomon, 
Proximus Diis habetur , per quem Deorum Majeſtas Juſtin.

vindicatur. There is -but one ow in my Text, which

rone j no juſt Interpoſition of- any third Perſon and 
Power, for our Debt to God and the King commences 
from our Birth ; and the Duties of Obedience to God, 
and of Allegiance to the King, are of the firſt and great- 
eſt Importance, the Obligation whereof muſt be firf 
paid, or elſe an Everlaſting Judgment will be entred 
againſt us in this Life, and infallibly executed in the 
next. | 

Now there are three ſorts of People who do attempt

much of. late as ever) and;both'prov?d rhemſelves in 
the end, Abhorrers of Monarchy, under-hand Contri+ 
vers; and reſtleſs Oppolers of it, as they always pre- 
tend for Conſcience ſhe, out.of a joyat deſign to make 
the King a Property, and his Goyernment Precarious :
